The  fire  was  of  short  duration,  and 
did  little  visible  damage  to  Indicate  the 
tremendous  loss  resulting  from  Incon- 
venience to  subscribers.  The  damage, 
however,  will  be  heavy,  owing  to  the 
intricate  and  expensive  nature  of  the 
property    destroyed. 

Over  250  girls  were  In  the  room  at 
the  time  the  fire  started,  but  all  marched 
out   without   any   trace   of   panic. 

The  cause  of  the  Are  has  not  been 
ascertained,  and  officials  of  the  company 
advance  no  theory  to   account  for  it.

OTTAWA,  July  29.— -There  has  been 
forwarded  to  Canada  a  handsome. book- 
let, outlining  plans, for  the  erection  of 
a  great  structure  in  London  to  Be  the 
headquarters  of  all  the  self-governing 
Dominions    of   the   British    Empire. 

There  is  a  site  available  at  the  cen- 
tral meeting  place  of  East  and  West 
London,  and  the-  proposal  is  that  this 
site  should  be  purchased  by  the  several 
Domonlons  acting  together,  and  that 
buildings  be  erected  to  contain  the  of- 
fices of  the  Dominions  in  London.  The 
business  advantages  of  this  scheme  are 
said  to  be  as  great  as  the  apparent  ad- 
vantages from  the  standpoint  of  Im- 
perial unity. 

The  prime  mover  in  the  scheme  is 
Earl  Grey,  who  is  chairman  of  a  syndi- 
cate called  "The  Dominion  Site,  Lim- 
ited," which  holds  an  option  on  the 
site.  The  other  directors  are  Lord 
Plymouth,  Sir  Starr  Jameson,  Sir  J.  H. 
Heston,  Mr.  G.  McL.  Brown  and  Mr. 
Harry  Brlttaln.  An  important  pai  i  of 
the  scheme  Is  that  concerned  with  the 
promotion   of   Inter-lmperlal    trade.

The  Conference  has  done  nothing  of- 
ficially in  the  direction  of  coercing 
Turkey.and  as  the  strongest  feeling  is 
manifested  at  v  indignation  meetings 
throughout  India  against  any  attempt 
to  drive  the  Turks  from  Adrlanople,  It 
Is  not  likely  that  the  British  Govern- 
ment would  be  anxious  to  Initiate  such 
coercion. 

The  Greeks  still  are  operating  by  sea 
and  by  land.  The  Bulgarians,  who  were 
defeated  recently  at  Kresna  Pass,  turn- 
ed upon  pursuing  Greeks  to  the  north- 
west of  Djuma.  Fierce  fightings  occur- 
red, the  reinforced  Bulgarians  making 
a  desperate  attempt  to  recapture  their 
lost  positions.  The  battle  lasted 
throughout  Sunday,  the  Greeks  being 
thrice  ejected  at  the  point  of  the 
bayonet  from  one  position.  The  fight- 
ing took  place  over  an  extended  front, 
and    both    sides    suffered    heavily. 

Greeks    Claim    Victory 

According  to  a  Greek  account  of  the 
battle,  neither  side  had  gained  a  de- 
cisive advantage  at  nightfall  on  Sun- 
day, but  under  the  cover  of  darkness 
the  shaken  Bulgarians  retired  aflcr 
abandoning  and  setting  fire  to  the  town 
of  Djuma,  which  later  the  Greeks  oc- 
cupied. 

A  correspondent  with  the  Greeks  says 
their  losses  in  their  previous  battle  for 
the  possession  of  Kresna  defiles,  were 
2,000  killed  or  wounded.  Losses  in  Sun- 
day's battle  are  not  given. 

The  correspondent  adds  that  except 
for  rear  guard  actions  the  Bulgars  can 
make  no  further  stand  this  side  of 
Dubnltza,  twenty-two  miles  to  the 
south  of  Sofia,  and  that  now  no  Bul- 
garian soldiers  remain  In  Macedonia, 
except   as   prisoners. 

The  Greek  fleet  has  occupied  the  ports 
of  Lagos,  Maronia,  and  Makrl,  on  the 
Coast  of  Thrace,  and  a  Greek  force  has 
captured  the  town  of  Gumurjlna,  twelve 
miles  inland  from  the  Aegean  Sea. 
seventy-five  miles  southwest  of  Adrl- 
anople. 

Wounded  Troops  Arriving 

The  Roumanian  and  Servian  Freralers, 
according  to  The  Times  Bucharest  cor- 
respondent, conferred  on  a  request  from 
the  Bulgarian  Government  that  Rou- 
manian troops  occupy  the  fortress  of 
Vidln,  Bulgaria,  in  order  to  protect  the 
population    from    the    Serviana. 

Telegraphing  from  Sofia,  The  Times 
correspondent  says  the  Bulgarians  have 
succeeded  in  driving  back  the  Greek 
centre  some  twenty  miles,  but  that  the 
Greeks  still  possess  a  great  advantage 
In  artillery. 

The  correspondent  adds  that  bread  is 
scarce  in  Sofia  owing  to  the  cutting  of 
railroads.  Wounded  soldiers  are  arriv- 
ing by  thousands,  and  the  medical  sup- 
plies are  qulto  inadequate  for  their 
needs. 

The  Times  Salonica  correspondent 
notes  a  growing  desire  there  for  peace. 
He  says  the.  continuous  arrival  of  con- 
voys with  severely  wounded  men  from 
the  tecent  battles  causes  a  painful  im- 
pression and  effectively  is  calming  the 
martial    ardor    of    the    Greeks. 

The  correspondent  adds  that  It  Is 
rumored  in  Salonica  that  a  fierce  battle 
between  Greeks  and  Bulgarians  is  rag- 
ing  between   Djuma   and  Dubnltza.

Although  the  case  Is  hot  precisely 
parallel,  Mr.  Justice  Morrison's  finding 
la  accepted  as  In  distinct  conflict  with 
that  of  Magistrate  George  Jay,  who  dis- 
missed a  recent  prosecution  against 
certain  local  retail  dealers  for  contra- 
ventions of  the  Lord's  Day  Act,  in  keep- 
ing thslr  ttuslnm  MUUHWlfflentfl  open 
on  Sunday.  The  magistrate  took  the 
position  that  the  Dominion  Legislation 
unequivocally  sets  forth  that  it  shall 
not  be  taken  as  overriding  any  existing 
P>utIw;]b1  statutes  concerning  Sunday 
observance.  ,He  followed  this  up  by 
pointing  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
Sunday  Observance  Act  on  the  British 
Columbia  statutes,  and  that,  as  it  de- 
clares that,  its  provisions  shall  apply 
only  to  the  Mainland,  It  must  have  been 
the  Intention  of  the  Provincial  legis- 
lators that  Vancouver  island  should  be 
exempt.

FirsA  last  and  all  the  time  W*  Were  re- 
ceived with  nothing  but  the  warmest 
hospitality,  not  only  because  of  the  New 
Zealand's  visit;  but  also  because  of  the 
compliment  paid  the  New  Zealand, 
which  had  been  the  first  to  take  active 
part  In  establishing  an  Empire  navy. 
New  Zealand  had  set  the  pace  in  taking 
it  up,  and  had  been  followed  by  every 
Dominion,  even  the,  little  Malay  States 
settlements  had  fallen  In  line.  Canada, 
l  xnow  full  well.  Is  going  to  do  what  it 
thinks  is  right.  I  know,  for  I  have  per- 
mission to  say  it,  that  Canada  will  have 
the  support  Of  the  British  Admiralty. 
Canada  has  the  right  to  choose  what  It 
conceives,  to  be  the  best  thing,  and  it 
will  be.supported  through  thick  and  thin 
by  the  Government  at  Home." 

Referring  again  to  the  Bhlp's  stay  in 
South  Africa,  Captain  Halsey  said  their 
reception  there  was  marvellous,  consid- 
ering that  it  was  only  eleven  years/after 
that  most  bloody  war.  Canada  was  in- 
terested, because  much  of  her  flesh  and 
blood  was  left  behind  In  South  Africa. 
When  one  witnessed  the  loyalty  of  the 
Dutch  there  today.  It  was  a  wonderful 
example  of  what  British  rule  could  do. 

.  Visit  to  Wew  Zealand 
From  South  Africa  the  New  Zealand 
went  to  Australia,  followed  by  two  and 
a  half  months  tn  New  Zealand.  Every- 
where there  was  the  utmost  hospitality 
Shown,  their  reception  had  simply  been 
marvellous.  New  Zealand,  he  spoke  of 
as  his  Dominion,  as  they  had  all  re- 
ceived permission  to  become  New  Zea- 
landers,  a  favor  of  which  they  were  all 
proud.  After  been  entertained, al  many 
ports  they  were  given  send-offs  equal 
In  volume  and  enthusiasm  to  the  recep- 
tion given  them  on  their  arrival   here. 

In  conclusion  Captain  Halsey  said  that 
it  might  interest  them  to  know  some- 
thing about  the  ship,  and  he  told  them 
of  its  design,  Its  engines,  and  officers 
and  crew,  and  their  duties.  Their  peace 
training,  ht  said,  was  akin  to  what 
they  would  do  In  actual  war.  It  was  a 
case  of  continual  preparation  for  what 
they  would  have  to  do  in  case  of  war. 
He  corrected  some  mistakes  which  had 
been  prevalent  regarding  the  vessel's 
classification.  It  was,  he  said  a  battle- 
cruiser,  and  almost  the  weight  of  a  line 
battleship. 

In  closing.  Captain  Halsey  again  eX- 
«ed  thanks  for  the  reception  ace 
ed"  by  Vancouver.  He  had  spent  a  day 
tn  the  city  twenty-one  years  ago,  and  Its 
growth  Impressed  him  greatly.  He 
hoped  that  his  duties  as  a  naval  officer 
would   bring  him   back   aijaln  often.

Out  evening  contemporary  Is  quit* 
wrong  when  It  sayB  that  The  Colonist

AWAITING-    DS7Ei3PMEirr 

From  the  56th  parallel  to  the  Arctic 
Ocean,  and  between  the  eastern  boun- 
dary of  British  Columbia  on  .the  one 
side  and  the  Alaska  Boundary  on  ,to« 
other,  lies  a  vaat  and  as  yet  almost  un- 
ilfveloped  area.  It  contains  approxi- 
mately 300,000  square  miles.  There 
are  no  reasons  for  supposing  it  to  be 
less  rich  in  natural  lesources  or  less 
fitted  for  occupation  than  the  territory 
of  Alaska,  where  the  United  States  G 
eminent  and  United  States  capitalists 
are  expending  millions  of  dollars  \r> 
projects  that  will  open  the  land  to  oc- 
cupation. A  placer  goW  Mold  of  ■ 
promising  character  has  recently  been 
iliFcovered  In  Alaska;  no  one  knows  how 
many  more  such  auriferous  deposits 
there  are  in  that  territory  or  In 
own.  Xo  one  can  pretend  to  say  vhnt 
Is  the  limit  of  the  cultivable  area  in 
the  unoccupied  part  of  Canada  referred 
to.  No  one  known  what  stores  of  min- 
eral wealth  the  mountains  may  contain. 
This  region  corresponds  in  point  of 
latitude  ami  fairly  closely  In  point  of 
climate  to  the  northern  half  of  RuflMa 
In  Europe.  Ht.  Petersburg  Ik  In  the 
latitude  of  Atlln.  Archangel,  an  Im- 
portant grain  shipping  port,  la  about  the 
latitude  of  Dawson.  Therefore,  to  Bug 
jT'-st  that  the  north  country  Is  unin- 
habitable is  to  shut  our  eyes  to  exletlng 
fiu-ta.  The  history  of  Dawson  anil  the 
other  towns  on  the  Yukon  has  quite  dis- 
pelled the  fallacy  that  tlir  North  Is  a 
region  unfit  for  men  to  live  tn  The 
earlier  settlers  hail  privations,  no 
doubt,  but  they  lacked  thr  corivenli 
which  make  people  more  or  less  Inde- 
pendent of  climatic  conditions  The 
north  country,  with  He  great  possibili- 
ties,   is    only    awaiting    development. 

We  venture  the  suggestion  that  aa  a 
preliminary  step  toward*  any  oomprehen- 
sive  policy  to  that  end,  the  Yukon 
Territory  ought  to  be  Incorporated  with 
British  Colombia.  It  cannot  'very  well 
be  administered  from  Ottawa.  We  re- 
cognise some  of  the  difficultly*  that 
roust  be  overcome  in  carrying  out  *ueh 
a  plan.  British  Columbia'*  territorial 
right*  within  her  preeent  area  are  more 
extensive  than  those  that  have  been 
-Antarred  uDon  the  Pralrls  Province*.  If 
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this  Province  Is  to  take  over  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Yukon,  one  of  the 
thing*  that  wt'l  have  to  be  considered 
Is  whether  or  r.ot  the  Crown  Lands  and 
minerals  shall  rx  handed  over  to  the 
Province.  We  mention  this,  not  because 
It  presents  an  Insurmountable  difficulty, 
but  because  it  is  one  of  the  considera- 
tions that  must  be  taken  into  account. 
Thar*  ir-.  other  matters  that  would 
call  for  adjustment,  but  they  could  be 
arranged. 

We  do  not  profess  to  know  the  views 
of  either  Mr.  Borden  or  .Sir  Kloharil  Mc- 
Brlde  on  this  subject  or  if  it  has  ever 
formed  a  subject  of  discussion  between 
them;  but  Wfi  feel  very  sure  that  the 
time  Is  not  distant  when  It  will  be 
brought  within  the  sphere  of  practical 
politics.  We  have  been  told  unofficially 
that  a  conference  of  Provincial  Premiers 
is  to  be  held  during  the  coming  Au- 
tumn. If  this  is  the  case,  there  may 
very  well  be  quite  a  formidable  pro- 
gramme to  be  discussed.  Quebec  and 
Ontario  are  likely  to  urge  that  they  may 
be  strengthened  financially  so  as  to  be 
able  to  undertake  the  opening  up  of 
their  great  hinterlands.  Should  this  be 
«o,  we  can  hardly  |^»  the  future 
of  the  Yukon  can  es^e^)-«bwusston.  Bo 
this  a*  It  may,  the  development  of  Al- 
aska will  force  the  needs  and  ?  polwitfc 
alities  of  the  Yukon  and  North  British 
Columbia  to  the  front.

The  majority  of  them  profess  the  Mo- 
hammedan religion,  the  Chriuttan  pop- 
ulation numbering  190,000— divided 
equally  Into  Roman  and  Greek  Cath- 
olics—out of  a  total  population  of  2,r 
000,000.  Despite  tho  fact  that  there  are 
over  200,000  Albanians  in  Greece,  the 
country  possesses  an  Inveterate  hos- 
tility for  the  realm  of  King  George. 
Within  the  last  hundred  years,  Albania 
Was  only  once  independent,  and  that  was 
between  1807  and  1822.  when,  under  the 
rule  of  All  Pasha,  known  as  "The  Lion 
of  Janina."  By  the  arrangement  of  (the 
ambassadorial  conferences,  Albania  will, 
for  the  ensuing  six  months,  be  under  a 
commission  of  control  appointed  by  the 
Powers,  and  after  that  time  a  Prince 
will  be  nominated,  and  It  is  to  be  pre- 
sumed that  the  new  Albania  will  again 
become  a  state  and  he  Independent  of 
foreign  Interference,  at  least  to  the 
same  extent  as  the  other  Balkan 
States,  are. 


THE    PRICE    WS   PAT 


Why  Is  the  price  of  beef  quoted  at 
from  12  1-2  u>  30  cents  per  pound  In 
.Victoria  when  in  Vancouver  it  can  be 
purchased  at  from  12  1-2  to  15  cents 
and  15  to  17  cents  for  hindquarters? 
We  have  teen  ^sked  this  question,  but 
confess  to  an  utter  inability  to  answer 
it.  The  laws  that  govern  the'  price  of 
meat  are,  as  far  as  we  have  been  able 
to  gather.  Inexplicable.  But  If  anyone 
would  like  to  take  up  the  fascinating 
problem,  we  can  give  a  little  Informa- 
tion that  may  be  of  help.  For  Instance, 
we  understand  that  the  principal  source 
of  supply  is  the  range  cattle  of  Al- 
berta, as  well  as  the  stock  of ,  the  farm- 
ers of  that  Province.  The 'price  paid 
for  live  cattle  at  Calgary  is  quoted  at 
from  7  to  7  1-4  cents  per  pound.  As  to 
the  cost  of  dressing  this  meal.  It  Is 
almost  impossible  to  say,  as  it  probably 
varies  considerably.  But  the  abbatoir 
ccst  is  approximately  $1  per  head.  The 
cost  of  cutting  up  the  meat  and  getting 
it  from  the  abbatoir  to  the  butchers 
block  would  vary  in  different  localities, 
and,  as  we  understand  it,  there  is  no 
such  thins  us  a  standard  charge.  Then, 
In  discussing  the  price  of  meat  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  there  is  the  question  of 
freight  rates.  The  C.  1'.  R.  charges  49 
cents  per  hundred  pounds.  and  for 
dressed  meat  97  cents  per  hundred.  In 
any  attempt  made  from  the  foregoing 
figures  to  estimate  the  percentage  of 
profit  to  the  butcher  v.  hen  the  meat  is 
sold  to  the  consumer  there  must  be 
Included  the  shrinkage,  in  the  com- 
modity on  Its  trip  from  Calgary  to  the 
Coast.  Then,  again,  the  assemblage  of 
a  train  load  of  cattle  at  CalRary  re* 
for  shipment  to  the  Toast  entails  an 
added  expense.  As  to  thr-  shrinkage 
that  takes  plao-  In  killing,  no  two  but- 
chers seem  to  be  agreed,  hut  it  is  prob- 
ably In  the  neighborhood  of  40  per  cent.

The  results  of  the  July  examinations 
held  tn  the  Hitth  Schools  of  the  Province, 
are  announced  by  the  Department  of 
Education.

Rev.     Seymour     Dallas',    of    ArohbUhopa" 

Mission,   Near  Edmonton,    Pays 

Visit  to  City 

Rev.  Seymour  Dallas,  of  Paddle  River, 
near  Edmonton,  who  was  been  paying 
a  brief  visit  to  Victoria  and  other  parts 
of  the  Island,  left  here  yesterday  after- 
noon for  the  Mainland1.  The  work  at 
raddle  River  is  being  carried  on  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Archbishope"  Mis- 
sion, or  Boyd's  Brotherhood  Mission  -if 
Edmonton,  and  Mr.  Dallas  Is  trying  at 
present  to  raise  sufficient  funds  to  build 
a  church.  The  movement  that  went  to 
start  the  mission  was  fathered  by  the 
Archbishops  of  Canterbury  and  York, 
hence  its  name.  A  devout  laywoman 
gave  the  money  required  to  purchase 
the  land  on  which  was  built  the  mis- 
sion headquarters,  consisting  of  a 
church  hall  wherein  services  are  held, 
and  which  also  serves  as  the  parish 
church  of  St.  Faith's,  and  the  residence 
of  the  staff  of  clergy.  It  also  includes 
a  small  chapel,  which,  of  its  kind,  is

"Since  attending  the  convention  I 
have  been  making  a  round  of  the  interi- 
or stations,  including  Vernon.

Nelson,  Kamloops  and  Vancouver,  and 
I  must  say  that  everything  appears  to 
be  in  good  Bhape.  The  fire  period  is 
now  upon  us;  the  vegetation  is  exr 
tremely  dry  in  places  and  the  danger 
imminent.  It  will  require  the  very 
closes V  application  to  business  to  pre^ 
vent  losses.  Pretty  good  work  Is  be- 
ing done  all  along  the  line  In  the  mak- 
ing of  permanent  improvements.  You 
must  Understand  that  our  trouble  does 
not  end  at  this,  season  with  merely  tell- 
ing people  that  they  must  not  light 
fires.  *Flres  -will  exist,  and  it  la  our 
business  to  keep  as  close  to  them  as 
possible  in  order  to  prevent  them  from 
spreading  over  large  areas.  Communi- 
cation Is  our  bast  weapon  in  this  work, 
and  during  the  past  few  months  *• 
have  been  perfecting  as  far  as  pos- 
sible our  system   of  communication. 

"Take  a  case  In  point  that  occurred 
the  other  day  near  Vernon.  We  had  a 
man  located  at  the  top  of  a  high  moun- 
tain who  observed  smoke  emerging  from 
the  Bare  Creek  Valley,  some  twelve 
miles  away,  cleaa  to  Kelowna,  which 
was  not  noticeable  at  all  from  the  Kel- 
owna station.  Communication  was  .  at 
once  sent  to  Kelowna  and  the  fire 
would  have  been  out  within  a  few  hours 
under  ordinary  circumstances.  The 
circumstances  were  not  ordinary,  how- 
ever. In  as  much  as  there  was  no  way 
Of  getting  to  the  fire,  and  the  con- 
struction of  a  trail  took  three  days. 
When  the  damage  by  the  fire  came  to 
be  estimated  it  was  found  to  amount 
to  $3  00.  That  is  the  sort  of  thing  we 
are  fighting  all  the  time,  and  gradually 
we  are  getting  ahead  of  the  game.  So 
far  the  total  cost  of  fighting  fires  in 
the  province  during  the  season  has  been 
•1.T44.  which  is  less  than  a  fifth  of 
the  cost  incurred  in  any  ordinary  sea- 
son and  of  course  constitutes  a  record. 
At  Kamloops,  where  they  have  put  out 
no  less  than  sixty  fires,  the  cost  at- 
tached has  been  only  $39.25. 

"We  have  a  number  of  fires  on  hand 
in  the  Tete  Jaune  section,  and  we  don't 
know  exactly  what  their  extent^.  But 
there  is  a  great  blaze  now  in  Alberta  in 
the  Jasper  park.  Thirty  miles  of  tim- 
ber are  supposed  to  toe  In  flames,  and 
in  addition  to  that  there  are  a  number 
of   smaller   ones.  ^

One  of  these  work- 
men testified  that  he  called  the  atten- 
tion of  two  companions  to  the  presence 
of  the  Mona  Lisa  on  the  wall  when  he 
passed  It  going  to  work,  remarking  that 
It  was  the  most  valuable  picture  I"  the 
world.  Returning  With  them  an  hour  or 
so  later  he  noticed  that  the  picture  was 
gone,  and  he.  said  jocularly  to  the  others 
that  the  authorities,  evidently,  weTe 
afraid  they  would  steal  it.  He  said 
nothing  at  the  time  to  anyone  else,  sup- 
posing that  the  picture  had  been  remov- 
ed for  some  reason  or  other  at  the  or- 
der of  the  curator.  The'  next  morning 
one  of  the  police  on  duty  In  the  build- 
ing missed  the  picture,  but  he,  too, 
thought  It  had  been  taken  down  to  be 
cleaned  or  photographed  or  ei.Kraved, 
which  was  a  common  enough  occurrence 
With  many  of  the  famou  red  there.

THE  KAISER  AS  LEADER 

Bonar   Law   Pays     Tribute    to    Emperor 

William — Friendly   Rivalry   With 

Great  Britain 

Bonar  Law,  presiding  at  the  annual 
dinner  of  the  German  Hospital  in  Lon- 
don, paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  Emperor 
William.      He   raid: 

"The  Kaiser  appeals  to  us  Englishmen 
not  only  because  he  shares  our  blood 
anrl  understands  and  appreciates  per- 
haps better  than  ourselves  our  language 
and  our  literature,  but  because  he  has 
qualities  which  touch  the  imagination 
of  all  men.  In  the,  many-sided  and  in- 
deed wonderful  development  of  German 
that  had  characterised  his  reign  he 
had  been  always  the  true  leader  of  his 
people. 

"The  share  which  he  has  taken  In  the 
development  of  German  commerce  and 
Industry  reminds  me  of  the  part  played 
move  than  300  years  ago  by  a  great 
Queen  who  went  down  to  the  docks  to 
superintend  the  fitting  up  of  small  <. 
sels  which  were  to  lay  the  foundation 
of  the  British  Empire. 

"1  have  sometimes  seen  It  said  in 
German  papers  that  the  gfmperor,  Who 
spr-nks  so  well,  would  be  sometimes 
wiser  not  to  speak,  I  do  not  know 
Whether  there  is  any  justification  for 
that  orltclsro,  but  If  there  Is.  It  pTOVSI 
only  this,  that  the  man  who  never 
makes  a  mistake  never  makes  anything. 
"Until  lately  the  Germans  were  the 
Krent  idealists  aroonsr  the  nations,  now 
they  are  the  most  practical  of  us  all. 
There  is  rivalry,  and  there  must  con- 
tinue to  he  rivalry,  between  the  two 
nations,  init  It  Is,  and  ought  to  be.  and 
I  believe  It  will  he,  a  friendly  rivalry 
Ther.-  Is  r.vim  enough  in  the  world  for 
US  nil  It  is  now  just  as  true  of  Ger- 
many, se  It  has  long  been  true  of  Great 
Britain,  that  the  greatest  of  nil  Ger- 
man   Interests   Is   peace. " 

The  German  Amhassidor  snld  he  Had 
no  doubt  that  Mr.  Bonar  Lav-'s  speech 
would  prove  not  only  an  effective  help 
In  the  rdtise  of  charity,  but  In  the  cause 
of    International    good    will. 


Some  little  insight  into  the  financial' 
condition  of  Canada  was  gleaned  yes- 
terday from  no  lesa  an  authority  than 
Mr.  B.  F.  Hebden,  general  manager  of 
the  Merchants  Bank  of  Canada,  who  is 
In  the  city  at  the  present  time  in  con- 
nection with  his  periodical  visit  of  in- 
spection of  the,  various  branches. 

Without  entering  into  a  discussion  of 
the  various  causes  of  the  present  money 
stringency,  Mr.  Hebden  expressed  the 
opinion  that  things  were  not  nearly  so 
bad  as  they  were  painted,  and  that  this 
coming  Fall,  or  the  Winter,  at  the  latest, 
would  see  a  tremendous  relief  arrive.. 
As  for  discrimination  on  the  part  of 
the  banks  against  certain  developments, 
Mr.  Hebden  stated  that  he  was  not 
aware  of  anything  in  the  nature  of  dis- 
crimination being  practiced  hy  the 
banks  against  any  legitimate  under- 
taking. .''*" 

In  coming  across  country,  the  visitor 
had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  the  crops, 
and  after  taking  advice  regarding  them, 
he  was  able  to  express  the  opinion  that 
if  they  realized  at  their  present  valu- 
ation, they  would  be  the  means  of  re- 
leasing a  good  deal  of  capital,  and  con- 
sequently relieving  the  general  tight- 
ness. That  release  would  come  In  the 
Fall,  he  predicted,  and  It  would  have  a 
very  beneficial  effect  all  round,  although 
perhaps,  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
money  paid  to  the  farmers  would  have 
to  be  turned  In  by  them  for  debts. 

He ' 'was  quite  optimistic  as  to  the 
outcome,  and  stated  that  there  was  no 
cause  for  alarm.  Ills  mission  in  the 
West  was  purely  a  business  one,  that  of 
looking  into  the  affairs  of  the  branches 
of  the  Merchants  Bank.  He  intends 
remaining  In    the  city   several   days.
